Texians from Gonzales, having forced their way | 
through the enemies line, making the number in 
the Alamo consisting of Ie men. 

Un the 6th March, about midnight, the Alamo 
was assaulted by the whole ferce of the Mexi- 
can army, commanded by Santa Anna im per- 
son. The battle was desperate until day ght, 
when voly 7 men belunging to the Texiae Garri- 
sun were found alive, who cried fur quarters, but 
were tok! that there was no mercy for them 
they then continued fighting vetl the whole 
were butchered.

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HORTICULTURAL GARDENS. 

A memorial has been submitted to the pre- 
sent Congress, praying for the establishment, at 
the public expense, of a National Botanic Gar- 
den and Museum of Curiosities. It is stated 
that, some years since, Congress appropriated 
for a similar purpose, a part of Pennsylvania 
and Maryland Avenues, extending to Tyber 
Creek, but it does not appear that the project 
received any su**equent attention. 

Such an establist in Washington would 
undoubtedly prove an attractive place of resort, 
and, if properly conducted, not tess useful than 
beautiful. Our navy officers could soon vend us 
plants and sceds from every quarter of the 
globe, and very important additions would speedi- 
ly be made to the vegetable and floral produc- 
tions of our country. 

We should also be pleased to see a public 
Botanical Garden, on a large scale, established | 
in the vicinity of this city, with especial refer- 
ence to the cultivation of every plant that will 
live and flourish in our climate. In attention to 
horticulture we are very far bebind nearly all 
the nations of Europe, although the variety of 
our native plants is unusually large. The forest 
trees of this country exceed 146, while in Eu- 
rope there are only 37. We have 53 species of 
the oak, 17 of the pine, 15 of the walnut, and 18 
of the maple, and of the 15 varieties of the mag- 
nificent magnolia, 9 belong to the United States. 

In England there are, at this time, not less 
than fifty horticultural societies, in active opera- 
tios, and in France nearly an equal number. 
I the latter country horticulture is (reated as 
a regular science, and at Fromont, a school has 
been established for educating gardeners, and 
in the cultivation of 
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vegetables | and ' flowers. The garden contains 
about one hundred and thirty acres, and is di- 
vided into compartments for every variety of 
culture. Extensive green houses, stores and 
orangeries have been erected, and all other 
appendages furnished, which are requisite for 
rendering the establishment effectual for in- 
struction and experiment. 

The enterprising proprietors of several pri- 
vate gardens in the vicinity of Philadelphia, | 
have undoubtedly done much towards increas- 
ing the taste for botanical pursuits, but neiber 
of these establishments is as full and as perfect 
as a public garden might be made, if liberally 
patronised and properly conducted. The spring 
and fall exhibitions of our Horticultural Society, 
are said to exceed any thing of the kind in the 
United States, and no one will discredit the as- 
sertion who visits the premises of Col. Carr, 
Mr. Parker, Mr. Buist, Mr. McAran, and 
others in our immediate vicinity, and carefully
